CHINA AS A MILITARY POWER. 
. (Bombay Gazette.) 

The Chinese, in tho slang of the age, 
have evidently.“ a future.” Not content 
with over-running the gold fields of 
America and Australia,” and creating 

. Chinese ‘quarters in man’ 


now in Nepaut. Of course, tho Chinese | 
are jealous of Indian tea which is findin 
ita way into regions where they enjoye 
tho moatnely of the trade, and their 
desire to shut us out of Western Chino, 
ant indeed out of all parts of China 
except the old trenty ports, is well 
known, and may be accounted for ; still, 
the conduct spoken of is none the less 
likely. to recipitate a collision, and 
China shoal take care lest she quarrels 
with the Power which ought to be her 
natural ally, that is to say, with India, 
Tt is stated that the Russians have 
sent a military expedition to Kuldja, 
but the importance of that movement, 
in 80 far as tho movement itself goos, is 
not much. : The fighting at Kuldja, if 
there is any, cannot be® of 2° very 
sanguinary character, nor is a Russian 
defeat there to be apprehended. But 
tho real significance of the movement is’ 
in the fact that it will rendor more 
imminent the war that China in her 
bumptiousness thinks that ‘she is quite 
ready to begin, and which we suspect 
she will wage in force, not’ at Kuldja, 
but on the Amoor, ond against Russinn 
ships in Chinese waters. There ‘can be 
no doubt that if the Russians think the 
ean destroy the Chinoae at-Kuldja, the 
Celestials are no less contident they can 
smite the Russians ‘hip ‘and thigh in 
their own waters, but though this may 
bo true enough, the Chinese would none 
tho Jess do well to secure the friendship, 
“or ntleast the reutrality of Great Britant 
and India. China may be‘ able-to fight 
one European Power, but she can’ never 
fight them all, though her present action 
which tends to make a quarrel. with’ 
everyone, would’ appear. to indicate her 
own ideas that she can.*. And as China, 
like England, Russia, ond Persia; has
